Ta king the Census 


‘One of the important pieces of work to be undertaken by the Federal 
Government this year is the census enumeration of the people of Canada, 


and the compiling of a vast amount of other information dealing with the | 


status of our. citizenship, and indicating the development of the Dominion 
within the past ten years. 

The taking of the census is a big job, and an exceedingly important one. 
it requires elaborate and complete organization, careful publicity to acquaint 
people with what is expected of them when the enumerators call, and a 
small army of men to gather the information required, and another large 
group of experts to assemble and classify the information when it is received 
by the Department at Ottawa. 

It is quite possible that some people look upon the taking of the census 
as a matter of comparatively small importance, and that, at this time | 
especially, the large expenditure of money involved could be put to much, 
better use. Such a view, however, is mot only very superficial but quite | 
erroneous. Taking ‘the census is important in any country, but in no other 
country does it have quite so pronounced an effect as in Canada, and more 
especially in Western Canada, 

In the first place, the representative of each Provinee of the Dominion 
in the House of. Commons at Ottawa is based upon the census ‘figures. The 
constitution of Canada stipulates that the basis of representation in the 
House: of ‘Commons shall be one membef for each one-sixty-fifth of the 
population of Quebeg. That is, Quebec shall be represented by sixty-five 
members regardless of its population. Dividing the total population of | 
Quebec by sixty-five gives the number of people represented by each | 
member, and that same number of people in each of the other Provinces be- | 
come entitled to a member. In other Morea an absolutely fair basis of repre- 
sentation is thus arrived at. 

Money grants to the Provinces from the Dominion treasury are also} 
based upon. population, but in .the case of the Western Provinces a larger 
number of grants rest on this basis than is true of other Provinces. For 
example, grants to these Provinces.in lieu of lands increase as population 
increases, until the maximum is reached. Consequently it is important that 
an absolutely accurate census of our people be recorded, and especially so in 


the case of the West. which is the most rapidly growing section of the}

HONEY PRODUCING INDUSTRY 
“MAKING RAPID PROGESS 
THROUGHOUT CANADA. 


The smallest member of Canada’s 
family of domesticated livestock, the 
honey bee, has been rapidly advanc- 
ing in importance, and in 1930, which 
was a poor honey year in many parts 
of the Dominion, the total produc- 
tion, it is estimated, amounted to ‘no 
less .than 31,169,635. Ibs., haiti a 
value of $3,428,659.85. 

Just when bees were first brought 
into Canada with sucessful results 
is not known. An observer writing 


»lin the year 1749, noted that experi- 


ments with’ bees in Canada had not 
been succesful, and he assigned as 
the probable cause the severity of 
the winters . However, the early 
|colonists were not to be daunted by 
a few apparent failures and by the 
middle of the next century bee- 
keeping had. become established in 
the Maritime provinces, and possi- 
bly in Quebec as well, for, according 
to ‘Mr. Vaillancourt, the agricultural 
statistics of that province in the 
year 1870 show that a total of 648,- 
000 pounds of honey were produeed. 
From this time onward beekeeping 
spread rapid!y in the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, and more slow- 
ly in the province of British Colum- 
bia and in the ‘prairie provinces. The 
prairie provinces did not take seri- 
ously to honey production until 1920, 
but from that time on the growth 
|of the industry has been extraordin- 
ary, especially in Manitoba, where 
production jumped from. 903,000 Ibs. 
in 1923, to 10,110,128 ‘Ibs. in 1930. 

The production of honey has now 
jadvanced to .the stage in Canada 
where it has become a real industry. 
Practised as a side-line for many 
generations, beekeeping has on'y 
| within recent years been developed 
along scientific lines. 


The amount of honey snbaiedd 
throughout the Dominion is, to a 
great extent, governed by the weath- 
er conditions, but the main problems 
|comfronting the beekeepers of Can- 
|ada, namely, wintering, disease and 
swarm control, are gradually being 
overcome by the application of scien- 
tific methods which have been evolv- 
ed through extensive research work 
organized by the Dominion and the 
provincial governments. 


Prior to 1920 all the surplus} 
honey that was. produced in the 
provinces of Ontario and Quebec was 
shipped to. the western provinces, 
where there was a ready market. 
Just as soon, however, as the prairie 
provinces, especialy Manitoba, start- 
ed producing honey in large quanti- 
ities, eastern Canada had to find a 
|new outlet for her surplus. honey 
crop. Since that time, 1924, Cana- 
dian honey -has shipped in 
the United

| Owing to the great variety in co!- 
‘or and flavor of the honeys produced 
fin the Dominion, it was found im- 
|possible to. maintain any uniformity 
in the quality of honey supplied the

| government some four years ago, 
| Just after eastern honey producers 
|seriously took up the matter of: en-

The Romance 
of the Reaper 


—- 
The sletute show, “Romance of the 
Reaper” was held in the Irma Thea- 
tre at two-thirty o’clock on March 
18th; to. show the iniprovements and 
advancements made in the reaper 
during the last one hundred years. 

At first the grain was just’ ipulled 
by hand, a slow and tiresome pro- 
cess which meant a great deal of 
labour and time in which one man 
could reap only half an acre a day. 
Then came the sickle which improved 
matters somewhat but still »made it 
a laboursome job, After a few years 
fame the scythe. This was much bet- 
ter than the sickle and the farmer 
was able to cut about two and a 
half acres a day. After a‘few years 
of this some one invented the cradle 
with which the farmers cut grain. 
This was a sight to draw any ones 
attention who had never seen one in 
operation. 

During all this time young Cyrus 
Hall McCormick was racking his 
brain for a new means of, reaping 
grain with which he hoped to save 
the farmer’ from back- -breaking hand 
labour, from ever-present hunger and 
-ever-dreaded famine. Cyrus McCorm- 
ick’s home was situated in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains in Viriginia, With 
the aid of an old negro servant he 
worked day in and day out to make 
|his dreanis come true. He worked 
hardly stopping 
to eat the delicious’ and appetizing 
meals that Matilda brought to the 
workshop. The neighbors laughed! 
and joked, believing -that

when Cyrus McCormick's invention, 
was profoundly to effect: the destinies 
of our country, of divilization and 
of mankind.

Then the raker was re- 
placed by a large sweeper which went 
around with the reel and: swept the 
grain off in bundles. After a time} 
jthis was replaced by two men who 
|stood on the’ binder and raked and 
tied the grain with a handful of long 
‘stalks of grain. Shortly after this 
came the kicker; and. the tying of 
ithe sheaves with wire. Then came 
ithe horse drawn binder as it is now, 
| the sheaves being. tied with twine. 
‘With this they were able to cut a- 
bout twenty acres of grain a day. 
For the last few years they have 
been using the power binder. Now 
they have the combine with which 
they are able to cut from thirty -five | 
to forty acres a day.
